With stories from Dan Slott, 
Robbie Thompson (a writer of 
TV’s Supernatural), Skottie Young

(Marvel’s animal variant covers) and 
art by regular Spidey artist Humberto 
Ramos, Jake Parker, Denis Medri, Ty 
Templeton and Tom Grummett! The 
whole Spider-Verse checklist is on 
the right. 


Then, in two weeks, AMAZING
